Bodde, Derk. Peking diary. 
$3.75. October 25. 


An American Fulbright scholar records activ- 
ities, impressions, and conversations during 
the communist siege and victory in Peking. 
He describes the unruly students, the dislike 
of foreigners, land reform, and the beginning 
of the huge propaganda and indoctrination 
program. The author tries to be impartial, but 
he leans toward the Chinese communists since 
they, in spite of indisputably Marxist methods, 
are at present less corrupt than the Kuomin- 
tang and have managed to lift the Chinese 
people to an unprecedented level of patriotism 
and healthy living. Though sometimes the 
observations and reasoning seem superficial 
the subject is timely and the information 
firsthand.

Brickhill, Paul. The great escape. Norton, 


$3. October 9. 


From Stalag Luft III near the German-Polish 
border, 76 British prisoners of war escaped 
in 1944; most were recaptured, only three 
reached England, and 50 were deliberately 
shot in retribution for an event so damaging 
to German prestige. Behind the mass escape 
was the remarkable organization and coopera- 
tion of over 600 prisoners, a plan for every 
detail, from the engineering of the tunnel to 
the distraction of the guards by fights and 
singing and the amazing determination of the 
men in spite of the slight hope of success. 
This is the story of that escape, told in 
exciting and detailed fashion by one of the 
leaders. A shortened version appeared in 
True under the title The greatest escape. 


Cuppy, William Jacob. The decline and 
fall of practically everybody. Holt, $3. 
October 3. 


A Toynbee or a Spengler may have higher 
scholastic standing, but Cuppy’s interpretation 
of history is more fun. He rewrites the lives 
and times of the famous and infamous Cheops 
to Miles Standish, thereby shedding a strange 
new light on the familiar old stories. Non- 
sequiturs and footnotes are apt to have double 
meanings, frequently bawdy. 


Nevins, Allan. The emergence of Lincoln. 
v.I, Douglas, Buchanan and party chaos, 
1857-1859; v.II, Prologue to civil war, 
1859-1861. Scribner, 2v. set, $12.50. Octo- 
ber 16. Prepublication price, $10. 


The two volumes cover U.S. political and so- 
cial history from 1857 to Lincoln’s inaugura- 
tion in 1861 and are a sequel to the author’s 
Ordeal of the Union (Bookuist 44: 66, O 15 47). 
Again a readable style and attention to indi- 
viduals as men as well as leaders make the 
book suitable for the general reader. 


FICTION 


Balchin, Nigel: Who is my neighbor? 
Houghton, $3. October. 


The question of whether or not a scientist has 
the right to make widely known a discovery 
that could greatly relieve human suffering 
but might also be used with disastrous results 
by an enemy is debated with the judgment in 
in favor of judicious restraint of the knowl- 
edge. The scene is postwar Britain and the 
specific case is that of a scientist who has dis- 
covered the way in which epidemics spread. 
A subdued tensity runs through the tale, 
created chiefily by the actions of an idealistic 
young assistant who almost surrenders the 
information to the enemy. English title: A 
sort of traitors. 


Barker, Shirley. Rivers parting, a novel. 
Crown, $3. December 27. 


Shortly before the Puritan revolution, the 
American colony of New Hampshire was 
settled by English yeomen, who worked and 
played with zest, and lived, but not too strict- 
ly, by the prayer book. John Scarlock of Old 
Thorny near Nottingham, was one of those 
who gave no quarter to the gloomy, greedy 
men of Massachusetts, who wanted New 
Hampshire’s lands, and sought to force its 
people into Puritan ways. It was John’s son 
Will who made the journey to England, ex- 
perienced plague and fire, as well as London’s 
gaiety, before he brought back the contract 
for masts which assured New Hampshire’s in- 
dependence. He also brought a very unsuit- 
able wife, only to realize that she stood be- 
tween him and the girl he loved. 
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Bates, Herbert Ernest. The scarlet sword. 
Little, $2.75. January 8. 

One small incident of war, unimportant and 
indecisive in the general strategy, is a world 
catastrophe to innocent noncombatants. The 
scene is a mission in Kashmir where English 
priests, nuns, and nurses cut off from the 
world, absorbed in their life of service, run 
a hospital for all castes and creeds. Here a 
war-weary correspondent arrives just before 
wild Pathans sweep down from the mountains 
to massacre Sikhs and Hindus, and raid the 
mission, burning, raping, and killing. Human 
beings revealed their real quality under stress; 
a fat, fumbling priest was a hero, the corres- 
pondent found himself bound by chivalry and 
devotion to a girl he had known one day, a 
prostitute helped the nurses, and the Pathan 
chief in his dying agony remembered his 
mother’s mission training and ordered safe 
conduct for all the patients and workers. The 
melodramatic horror of carnage erupting in 
the midst of peace and beauty is made more 
effective by the author’s restrained style. 


Boylan, Malcolm Stuart. Tin sword. Little, 
$3. October 3. 


A fabulous tale with little logicality and less 
reality—overlaid with a high glaze of detached 
humor. Joshua Doty, a_ bafflingly solemn 
young-old boy, his urge for soldiering aug- 
mented by false but effective tales of the valor 
of talkative elders, wandered through a series 
of extraordinary adventures in preparing for 
a West Point career. By the time he.was 
eighteen, he had begun payments on his own 
funeral, visited in Bermuda with his beautiful 
journalist mother, and returned to New York 
as the guest of the commander of a British 
cruiser; he had been a reporter, a captain in 
the national guard and military expert on a 
Chicago paper. Finally he was drafted for the 
first world war—as a private. Slight but en- 
tertaining. 


Hall, James Norman. The far lands. At- 


lantic-Little, Brown, $3. November 7. 


There is adventure here, as well as good 
storytelling and a feeling for the sea and the 
Pacific islanders, but a long preliminary and 
the framework of a story within a story are a 
discouraging beginning. It is the lengendary 
account, pieced together by a present-day 
islander, of the eastward migration of a Poly- 
nesian tribe in search of a homeland. The 
peace-loving Tongans were shipwrecked on 
Kurapo, an island belonging to worshippers 
of the blood-thirsty Koro, and kept in semi- 
captivity. There the young chieftain grew to 
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manhood, loving secretly a Koro girl, prepar- 
ing for escape, and at last, during many years, 
he led their perilous canoe voyages from 
island to island until they found the perfect 
site, and a home for those of the 800 who 
survived. 


Mackenzie, Compton. Tight little island. 
Houghton, $3. October 19. 


The story from which the popular British film 
was made tells of the wartime shortage of 
whisky in two Hebridean islands. As amusing 
as the picture, the book fills in the details of 
the mild feud between the inhabitants of 
Great Todday, Protestant except for one man, 
and Little Todday, Catholic to the same de- 
gree. The gloom prevailing in both islands 
was entirely dissipated when a ship bearing 
whisky went down off Little Todday one 
Sunday and the inhabitants shared the cargo 
with their Sabbath-keeping neighbors. Eng- 
lish title: Whisky galore. 


Shepard, Odell and Shepard, Willard. 
Jenkin’s Ear, a narrative attributed to 
Horace Walpole, Esq. Macmillan, $3.50. 
November 6. 

A long historical novel, purporting to be“a 
letter (book length) written by Horace Wal- 
pole to take his mind off his gout. Stripped of 
its digressions—the narratives of several 
adventurers—this tells how the Pretender, 
Charles Edward Stuart, came to Strawberry 
Hill to persuade Walpole to join in one more 
a.te.npt to recover the throne. Although Wal- 
pole is not won over, he is attracted to the 
man whom he knows as Parson Blandison, 
and feels no triumph when the Parson leaves, 
pledging that the Stuarts will not trouble 


England again. Good period material, but 
tedious.

Readers who enjoy the particular brand of 
mental gymnastics involved in following the 
Thirkell style will be glad of this latest record 
of Barsetshire doings. For several months the 
county’s affairs revolve around Lucy Mar- 
ling’s surprising wedding to that self-made 
man, Sam Adams. Making herself indispen- 


sable in the wedding preparations is Isabel . 


Dale, whose problems the author engages to 
solve next. Isabel is revealed as the author of 
some very clever detective stories, becomes 
engaged to Lord Silverbridge, and receives a 
legacy that will enable her fiancé to stand for 
Parliament.

The second elaborates on and rejects 
these, with others, such as social welfare and 
the Roosevelt method of devaluation and sub- 
sidy. suggesting as a solution an economic and 
political policy based on the present Swiss 
system of free competition and balance be- 
tween the individual and authority—what the 
author calls the Third Way between collectiv- 
ism and laissez faire. Though written in 1941, 
its conclusions are still of value.

The first and third sections on concepts and 
the novelist consist of short sections of defini- 
tions and commentary; the middle section on 
procedures follows the work from choice of 
paper and writing instruments to the novelist’s 
reactions when the work is completed.
